SOUNDED BY DIAZ 


He Will Not Retire Until Peace 
ls Restored. 


And He Himself Is to Be Judge 
of What Constitutes Peace. 
Declares if He Retires Under 
Fire, Anarchy Would Sweep 
Over the Country. 


Mexico City, May 8.—With no other 


information than that contained in the 
dispatches regarding the kaleidoscopic 
changes at Juarez, government officials 
tonight are betraying a complete be- 
wilderment. It was with the utmost 
complacency that they viewed the situ- 
ation this morning. They were: confi- 
dent that the manifesto would prove 
so satisfactory to Madero that peace 
negotiations would be resumed, and at 
the foreign office it was announced 
this afternoon that*arrangements for 
the renewal of peace negotiattons had 
been begun. 

Tonight General Diaz consulted with 
the minister of war and other members 
of his caSinet regarding the newW turn 
of affairs. 

Madero Can't Control 

In official circles it is pointed out 
that Madero this afternoon demon- 
strated what the government has con- 
tended from the beginning was a fact 
—-that he is unable to control the army 
he has gathered together, and that the 
greatest menace on this account is 
anarchy rather than civil war. 

In defense of the Diaz manifesto, 
officials tonight stated that it was this 
anarchical condition the president fore- 
saw and endeavored to avert. 

The activity manifested at the war 
department this morning was still:more 
evident tonight and the’ conversation 
of army officers was of anything but 
peace. 

At the department and throughout 
the city, the coming of General Ber- 
nardo Reyes from Europe was a topic 
frequently discussed, and it now ap- 
pears that official Mexico looks to that 
warrior more than to anyone else for 
the pacification of the country. 

Manifesto ef Diaz. 

The manifesto of General Diaz, is- 
sued last night and posted through- 
out the city this morning, was in part 
as follows: 


“The government's good will and its 
evident desire to make ample conces- 
sions ang afford effective guarantees 
for the @arly execution of its inten- 
tions were, perhaps, interpreted by the 
rebel chiefs as signs of *weakness or

REBEL 
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Kl: Paso, Texas, May %&.—Insuberdi- 
nation in the ranks of General Made- 
ro’s ariny and a lust for the fight of 
which federal concessions had appa- 
rently deprived them, caused a. fierce 
attack on Juarez, culminating tonight 
in a careful retreat of the insurrectos 
after a day of continuous skirmishing. 

The 150 rehels, who early today 
opened fire on the federals, not only 
captureg some of the important out- 
posts, but carried the fighting into 
Juarez. Failing to eet reinforcements, 
they retired. 

” Five Killed on American Soil. 

The casualties of the insurrectos 
and federals are not known tonight, 
but five persons on the American side 
of the line were killed, and at least 
twelve wounded. Thousands of per- 
sons in El Paso dotted roof tops or 
lined the river banks in direct line 
of the fire.

joint committee from the council and 
the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, the 
report enthusiastically indorsing the 
plan and recommending council's as- 
sistance in getting the state’s permis- 
sion to make the improvements. 

The joint committee composed of 
members of council and of the cham- 
ber of commerce appointed last year, 
held a long meeting at the chamber 
rooms yesterday afternoon and de- 
cided among other things to ask coun- 
cil to back the movement. The city 
fathers will also be asked to use their 
influence, both as a body and individ- 
ually with representatives from Ful- 
ton county, in the interest of the meas. 
ure. 

The plan of Mr. Bleckley is to erect 
a plaza which is to occupy the space 
over the rallroad tracks in the center 
of the city, extending from the For- 
syth street viaduct to that on Wash- 
ington street. On the site of the pres- 
ent union depot it is planned to erect 
a magnificent 25-story office building, 
the three first floors of which shall be 
given to the state for use as a termi- 
nal, making the station one of the 
handsomest in the south. 

In payment for the privilege 
bridging the tracks which belong to 
the state, it is planned that the depot 
shall be built immediately the bill is 
passed and turned over to the state 
without cost as soon as completed. In 
addition, it is planned to give to the 
state the office building outright when 
the rents therefrom shall have reid 
for the entire structure, which it is 
believed wfil be within twenty years 
after the structure is co leted. The 
sg is to remain the property of the 
city. 

A bill providing for the erection of 
this plaza was introduced in the leg- 
islature last year, and was reported 
favorably by the & A. committee, 
every one of the thirty-five members 
of that body concurring in the opinion 
that the city lad made the state a 
most advantageous offer. However, 
the bill was introducéd: so late in the 
session that the committee’ s report was 
never acted upon. 

Locally it is believed that the legis- 
lature will pass the bill eventually. 
As to whether it will be gotten to at 
the next term is a matter of conjec- 
ture, but there is little doubt in. the 
minds of the promoters of the  move- 
ment but. that the bill will go through 
sooner or later. 

It is stated that council will un- 
questignably vote to accept the report 
of the committee, and that the mem- 
bers of this body will do- everything 
in their power to help the bill through 
the legislature. 


REPORTED W. A. WRIGHT 
MAY RUN FOR GOVERNOR 


Friends Want Him to Race if 
Senatorial Election Causes 
Vacancy. 


According to rumor current at the 

capitol yesterday, Comptroller General 
William A. Wright will very probably 
be a candidate for governor in case the 
result of the senatorial election by the 
legislature should cause a vacancy in 
the gubernatorial office. 
When asked about the rumor, Gen- 
eral Wright declared that it was news 
to him that he would be a candidate for 
the office, or that he had even consid- 
ered it. It was reported, however, that 
several of General Wright's friends 
will urge him to enter the race for the 
office of governor if the opportunity 
offers. 

It will be remembered that in the 
last campaign, which resulted in the 
election of Governor Smith, the comp- | 
troller general was prominently men- 
tioned in connection with the race for 
governor, and his friends urged him to 
run. After carefully considering the 
question the comptroller general final- 
ly decided not to enter the contest. 

General Wright has been comptroller 
general of the state for many years, 
and his courtesy and the able manage- 
ment of the affairs of that office have 


won him a large following throughout 
the state.

The Protective Committees for 
Bondholders Assert Plan of 
Directors Is Only “Pose of 
Fair Dealing and Compliance 
With Court Decision.” 


New York, May 8.—The plan which 
the directors ef the Central of Geor- 
gia railway announced last Saturday 
for settlement of.suits brought by dis- 
satisfied bondholders for interest will 
be opposed by a legal fight, according 
to.the protective committee represent- 
ing the three issues of income bonds. 

In a long statement given out to- 
night it is alleged that’ “the directors’ 
proposal to pay $397,478 of the $750,- 
000 due for interest for the fiscal year 
of  Foos, and $185,000 for the interest 
of 1909 and 1910, out of a total of $1,- 
500.000 due,” “is only a “pose of faig 
déalinge and compliance with the court 
decision, won’ by the bondholders.” 

The committees state they have the 
utmost faith in the courts and that 
they have instructed ‘their counsel to 
prepare for such additional legal action 
as may bé suggested to enforce as ex- 
peditiously ‘as possible their claim for 
full payment. 

It isalleged that the net earnings for. 
the. railway company for each of the 
last three years have been more than 
twice. the amount necessary for the 
payment.of .such interest in full, 
“which thus djverted from the payment 
of interest; only. enhance. the value of. 
the Central .of Georgia stock in the 
hands of. the Illinois Central railroad 
Company.”

Sixteenth Annual Convention|

Led by a brass band of seventy 
pieces, 200 members of the American

All of these amendments were 
thrown out by Chairman Alexander 
and Chairman Hay, the two presid- 
ing officers of the day, as not per- 
missible under the rules of the house. 

Democrats Are Denounced. 

The republican leaders, including ex- 
Speaker Cannon, Mr. Mann and Repre- 
sentative Payne, former republican 
leader, roundly denounced the demo- 
ecrats for denying freedom of debate 
and amendment. Mr. Cannon declared 
that never in the history of congress 
had the right of representation on the 
fioor of the house been so limited, and 
Mr. Payne asserted that the democrats 
would be discredited before the country 
for their arbitrary exercise of majority 
power. é 

The democrats smiled through it all 
and on the motion of Mr. Underwood 
they continued to turn down the fre- 
publican amendments. They ruled out 
amendments covering free rice, free 
sugar, free iron ore, free paints, drugs, 
glase and a host of other things. Time 
after time Mr. Mann appealed from the 
decisions of the chair overruling his 
amendments, but in each case the dem- 
ocratic majority cheerfully sustained 
the chalr.

Washington, May 8.—President Taft 
indulged in some plain talk today in 
explaining to 25 members of the Na- 
tional Grange that he does not intend 
to play politics with the Canadian reci- 
procity agreement, even if the enact- 
ment of the measure by congress 
costs him the farmer vote. The prgsi- 
dent told his visitors bluntly he was 
sorry to hear that republican farmers 
would desert the party if the. agree- 
ment goes through, but fear of such 
desertion would not change his convic- 
tion as to the wisdom of such legisia- 
tion. He said he believed reciprocity 
to be the best thing for the whole 
country and that he did not intend to 


argue it. 
The Farmers to Taft. 

N. P. Hub, spokesman for the farm- 
ers, intimated strongly that the farmer 
does not like reciprocity and that re- 
publican votes are likely to be lost if 
it is passed. : 

“I¢ reciprocity goes through,” said 
he, “it means We must take less for 
our wheat and less for our products 
and that means a halt in the improve- 
ment of our farms and in the education 
of our children. In the past the farm- 
ers of states along the border have 
been the backbone of republican pro- 
tection. You could count on these peo- 
ple every time If this measure goes 
through it will discriminate against 
our markets and Canada will get the 
benefit; it will make it harder for us 
to get a dollar. No president ever com- 
manded the faith of the farm people 
in times past more than you, and I ask 
you whether you do not think we will 
suffer if we are put o na free trade 
basis?” 

Taft to the Farmers, 

“Certainly,” said the. president, “I 
have no disposition to interfere with 
the property of those who make up the 
bone and sinew of our population, the 
farmers, and I am convinced that I am 
in no way interfering with it. It does 
not last longer than either side desires 
it to last. I am convinced that after 
it hes been given one year’s trial, 
neither eide will think of reversing it. 
That is my conviction. I cannot £0 
into an argument. 
“You say the republican farmers are 
going to desert us if we put that 
through. I am sorry if that is to be 
the case, because I have a. personal 
liking for the republican farmers just 
a little stronger than for the demo- 
cratic farmers, although they are all 
citizens of the United States. 

Not Piaying Personal Politics. 
‘But my conviction with respect to 
the advantage of this treaty is very 
fep. So far as the effect of this on 
my personal political fortunes it ought 
not to influence me and does not infiu- 
ence me in the slightest. I believe this 
treaty to be the best thing for the 
whole country because I believe it is 
contrary to nature, it is fiying In the 
face of Providence to put an artificial 
wall like that between this country 
and Canada and not get the benefit 
that will inure to peoples of the same 
traditions, the same language and 
practically with the same chiracter of 
labor. If we take down that wall we 
will benefit by it, for we shall sell more 
agricultural products to Canada than 
she will sell to ua. 

Will Increase Trade. 

"We do now and we shall sell her 
even more after the treaty goes into 
effect. That is my judgment. I am not 
arguing—I am merely stating my con- 
clusion. If I did not believe this, I 
should not have taken the responsibil- 
ity of doing what I have done to put 
this reciprocity pact through. I! am 
willing to abide the judgment of his- 
tory—the judgment that will come aft- 
er the event. When you gentlemen 
come to see the result, I believe you, 
as fair minded men, will admit you 
have been wrong in your fears and 
that I have been right.’’ 

Farmers Make Protest. 
Washington, May 8.—Farmers from 
the Canadian border states, supported 
by farmers from states farther re- 
moved from the international bounda- 
ry line made their protest today to 
the senate finance committee against 
the Canadian reciprocity bill. They 
were preeeded by a delegation of man- 
ufacturers of book paper, who Hke- 
wise objected to the bill. Represent- 
atives of the farmers from [llinois, 
New Hampshire, New York, Missouri, 
West Virginia and Michigan ad- 
dressed the committee.

The fight lasted until dark, and 
furnished many a thrilling spectacle 
as well as continuous terror for many 
Americans living along the river bank. 

How the Fight Began, 

About a dozen insurrectos were seen 
to emerge from the ‘barren hills around | 
Juarez early in the day. They skulked | 
along through the shrubbery toward 
the federal outposts firing repeatedly 
at a squad of federals cooped up in 
an adobe house. 

The version of the affair given at the 
Madero headquarters tonight is that 
the federals began the engagement. 

At any rate, the federals soon left 
their adobe stronghold and fled, pur- 
sued by the insurrectos. At the head 
of the insurrecto band was a Cana- 
dian, W. H. McKenzie, whose pink 
shirt was plainly visible as he press- 
ed close to Juarez. 

At the first few shots two federals 
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toppled over. Soon the federals aban- 
doned their trenches and the rebels 
fired intermittently for a few hours 
without advancing. At last, about 5 
o’clock in the afternoon, the federals 


heavy cannonading began. 

Federals Gauge Their Fire Well. 

The federals gauged their fire well 
and not only shot shrapnel into the 
insurrecto advance, but far into the 
outlying forces of the _  Insurrecto 
camp near “peace grace,” where the 
peace commissioners were to have met 
today. The insurrectos, however, 
took advantage of the river bank and 
used it for protection, as the federals 
had been ordered not to shoot into 
Hl Paso, 

They came as far as the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe raflroad bridge, 
which joins Juarez and El Paso, driv- 
ing the federals back into town and 
taking possession of the custom 
house 

Carrying the fight into Juarez, the 
rebels entered the town and for four 
hours Kept up a continuous fire. In- 
surrecto reinforcements reached the 
bridge later in the afternoon, but did 
not fire. They withdrew at night un- 
der orders from their chiefs. 

Not a few Americans were among 
those who entered Juarez, 

Shooting Down Americans, 

The first person killed on the Amer- 
ican side of the line was Antonio Gar- 
cia, who was standing by the side of 
the Associated Press correspondent, 
about 200 yards from the advancing 
insurrectos across the river. A woman 
sitting on a porch received a bullet 
in her abdomen and another in her 
wrist. 

About 6 o'clock tonight two uniden- 
tified Americans were killed near the 
Santa Fe station. The name of one 
was supposed to be Camp and his home 
is said to be in Nebraska, while the 
other had on his pergon & memoran- 
dum reading: 

“R. 8S. Ferguson, 
Francisco.” 

The names of the others killed have 
been learned. Glenn Cheesman, 
of Shreveport, La.; Mrs. Joseph More- 
head, Bdmund Heaton and Luis Villa- 
lobas, of Bl Paso, were among those 
wounded but not fatally. 

There is occasional firing tonight 
into Juarez, but General Navarro is 
in complete command. 

Cenfusion in Main Rebel Camp. 

In the main insurrecto camp today 
confusion reigned. Orders were given 
for a general attack, but they were | 
countermanded. It was argued by 
some of the chiefs that a small de- 
tachment had made such progress it 
was the duty-of the rest of the army 
to reinforce them. 

General Madero wavered in his de- 
cision, but finally degided to stand 
by his promise of lag} night not to 
attack the city. Flags of truce suf- 
fered during the day, an insurrecto 
who bore one having been shot from 
his horse. Those who were trying 
to persuade General Madero to make 
a general attack, it is said, reported 
that the federals had fired on the 
truee bearer, but this has not been 
confirme i. 

At $:15 o’clock an automobile bear- 
ing a flag of truce started from the 
Madero camp headed for Juarez. Gen- 
er@i Navarro was willing during the 
day at any hour to grant an armis- 
tice, but the insurrectos ignored all 
efforts in that direction. 

GREAT BXCITEMENT CAUSED 
IN THE CAPITAL OF MEXICO 

Mexico City, May 8-—The greatest 
excitement since the beginning of the 
insurrection prevailed in the capital to- 
night. Newsboys crying extras rushed 
through the streets, doing a thriving 
business. Extra after extra was issued 
and in the streets and in restaurants 
the news was eagerly read and dis- 
cussed. 

The apparent vacillation of Madero 
was the cause of smiles and laughter 
everywhere. His conduct was approved

mistake by which General Navarro 
profited. The more outspoken of the 
insurrecto sympathizers censured him 
roundly for not seizing the psycholog- 
ical moment which would have made 
him a military hero. Cooler heads 
were of the opinion that the rebel 
léader must have been acting under 
some impressive assurance that a sat- 
isfactory peace could be arranged with- 
out further bloodshed. 

It is not doubted here that the presi- 
dent's frank statement of his intention 
to resign impressed Madero, as it did 
every one here. On no other hypothe-

The four progressives in attend- 
ance, Senators Borah, Brown, Dixon 
and Kenyon, voted for Mr. Gallinger. 

Senator Gallinger was placed in nom- 
ination by Senator Warren, who eulo 
gized Senator Frye, the retiring presi- 
dent. It is expected the caucus choice 
will be ratified by election in the sen- 
ate tomorrow. 

The democrats paid a distinct compli- 
ment to Senator Bacon, and without 
the formality of a caucus unanimously 
agreed to support him tomorrow. Per- 
sonally, Senator Bacon never paid 
much attention to the rumors about the 
possibility of his selection in the event 
of a split in the republican ranks, feel- 
ing sure that at the proper time the 
republicans wold agree upon one of 
their own number for the place.

UNLESS ORDERED BY CONGRESS, 
TAPT WILL NEVER INTERVENE 

Washington, May 8.—Unless congress 
takes a hand in the situation, 
the United States forces on the Mexi- 
can border are powerless to protect 
Americans within range of bullets fall- 
ing in and ardund El Paso from Mexi- 
can rifles. 

“All we can do,” said Major General 
Wood, chief of staff of the army, to- 
night, “is to keep our people out of 
the danger zone as far as possible, and 
protest to the belligerents against fir- 
ing in our direction. Without author- 
ity from congress the army cannot 
cross the border, no matter what hap- 
pens.”’ 

Administration officials are watch- 
ing the constantly changing situation 
with deep and anxious interest. News 
that hostilities had been renewed was 
received at the war department this 
evening with obvious surprise. 

The president’s attitude as to inter- 
vention is just what it has been since 
the troops were sent to Texas. With- 
out action of congress, there can be 
no intervention. 

Though the state department fre- 
seived practically ne advices today or 
tonight, the war department is keeping 
in close touch with El Paso through 
the army officers. 

Protest by United States. 

Colonel Stover, U. 8S. A., has made 
particular protest to Madero against 
the use by the insurrectos of the river 
bank as protection.

Why Diaz Refuses to Quit. 


“Again, to fix a given date for the 
resignation would involve the same 
drawbacks, seeing that it is impossible 
to foresee when the disturbances will 
end, and what is still worse, such a 
course would impair the prestige and 
authority of the nation’s chief at the 
very time when those qualities are 


most needed to buttress the political sit-, 


uation of which the mainstays are the 
sound sense of our people and the at- 
titude of the army. [t is not, therefofe, 
a sentiment of personal vanity that 
led the president, to whom power has 
become more than ever a burden of bit- 
ter contrarities and immense responsi- 
bilities, to refuse to yield to the de- 
mand of the insurgents. 

‘No, it is duty—-the supreme duty of 
bringing back the country to the sway 
of law and order at any sacrifice, in- 
cluding that of his life, if necessary. 

“Furthermore, to allow the presi- 
dency of the republic, the supreme au- 
thority in the nation, to become The 
sport of the will and pleasure’ of more 
or less armed groups, would not cer- 
tainly conduce.to the restoration of 
peace, which must ever rest on the 
foundation of respect for law, but on 
the contrary would open a new and 


| most sinister chapter of anarchy in our 
' history, 


the persistence and conse- 
quences of which it would be impossi- 
ble to foretell. 


He’ll Retire at Proper Time. 


“The president of the republic, who 
has the honor of addressing the Mex- 
lean people at these solemn moments, 
will, let there be do doubt, retire from 
power when his conscience tells him 
that he can do so without giving over 
the country to anarchy, and he will 
then retire in the dignified manner 
which the nation has a right to expect, 
and to which he himself is entitled as a 
ruler who may have made many mis- 
takes, but who has also fought in de- 
fense of his country and has served her 
with loyal devotion. 

‘The failure of the peace negotia- 
tions will, perhaps, entail a renewal 
and aggrdvation of revolutionary ac- 
tivity. If, unfortunately, such should 
be the case, the government, on its 
side, will redouble its efforts, relying 
on the loyalty of our heroic army to 
quell the rebellion. But in order to 
promptly and efficaciously ward off 
the dangers which treaten our social 
fabric and the country’s autonomy, the 
government needs the support of the 
people’s patriotism and co-operating 
efforts. It feels that it has that sup- 
port and with it, it ig confident of sav- 
ing the nation.

WHAT IS THE VALUE 
OF A WOMAN’S ANKLE? 


How much is a woman's ankle worth? 
No, the question is not near so shock- 
ing as it sounds, and it is frequently 
up to the city attorneys to decide it. 
Twenty-five dollars is frequently ac- 
cepted by the owners of the ankle when 
alleged injury has been sustained on 
the city’s street; and a group of dar- 
kies living out near Markham street 
evidently think that amount royal com- 
pensation for their ankles. 

Not long ago a negro woman fell 
into a hole on Markham street, slight- 
ly injuring her ankle. The city settled 
for $25. Armed with her roll the dusky 
victim joyfully explained the source of 
her revenue. 

Shortly thereafter two more claims 
for damage for falls into the same hole 
were received, and the city decided to 
send a street squad out immediately to 
fill the place and make it safer. 

Before the workman could reach 
Markham street, however, four other 
negro women had plunged into the 
hole. All volunteered to settle for $25, 
but the city attorneys have suspicions 
rag the truly accidental nature of the 
alls.

Lansdowne Introduces Bill in 
he Upper House 


It Is Proposed for House t 
Consist of 350 Lords--Elective 
Principle Is Recognized by 
the Bill---The Liberals Will 
Oppose the Lansdéwne Bill. 


London, May 8 —Lord Lansdowne 
leader of the opposition in ‘the houss 
of lords, today introduced his bill fo 
the reform of the upper house. 

The unionists, he said, were con- 
vinced that an amendment to the con: 
stitution of the house of lords should 
proceed simultaneously with a reform 
in the relations of the two houses. They 
desired to demonstrate to the country 
that they could provide an efficient 
second chamber which could be trusted 
to use its power fairly as between 
the great political parties and faith- 
fully to serve the democracy and at the 
same time be strong enough to resist 
the gusts of passion and prejudice 
with which all democracies were famil- 
jar. They proposed a house to consist 
of 350 lords of parliament. 

All Peers te Be Elected. 

No peer should hold his seat 
more than twelve years. but theg 
would be eligible for re-election. Thé 
peers themselves would elect 190 mem- 
bers of the peerage possessing the stat- 
utory qualifications, such as being pres- 
ent or former viceroys, governors, privy 
councillors, members of the house ol 
commons, diplomats, naval and military 
officials, heads of civil service depart: 
ments, lord mayors, provosts, etc. 

A secon? contingent would consist of 
120 members, to be elected from outside 
the house of lords by an electoral col- 
lege composed of membersof the lowe! 
house, representing constituencies com: 
prised in the electoral districts, int« 
which the country would be divided bj 
specially appointed commissioners.

TO MEET SMITH 


Submits Challenge for a Series 
of Jomt Debates on the 
Senate Race. 


Following the announcement of his 
eandidacy for the Anited States sen- 
ate, which Was made in Tie Consti- 
tution yesterday morning, 5. G, Mc- 
Lendon, former chairman of the rail- 
road commission, has submitted to 
Governor-elect Hoke Smith a challenge 
for a.series of joint debates in case 
the governor aspires to the senatorial 
office himself. ’ 

Mr. McLendon states in his commu- 
nication that it is beyond belief that 
the governor-elect should resign the 
office to which he has been elected, and 
either seek or accept the office of sen- 
ator, but since it has been rumored 
throughout the state that he would do 
so he desires to extend ta Governor 
Smith an invitation to joint discussion 
of the issues involved. 

Mr. McLendon has already invited 
Senator Terrell and W. A. Covington to 
join him in a series of joint discussions. 
In his invitation to Governor Smith, he 
leaves the question of subjects entirely 
to the latter, stipulating only that as 
many as six joint discussions shall be 
held in the léading cities of the state. 

MeLendon’s Statement. 

It was stated at the office of Gov- 
ernor Smith Monday that he is in El- 
berton trying a case. 

Mr. McLendon says in part: 

“When you shall have taken the 
oath of office required by law upon 
your induction into the office of gov- 
ernor, your powers will be imperial, 
and in one respect, at least, far greater 
than those exercised by any governor 
of any American state. 

‘In 1909 the legislature sustained 
your claim that you had the power to 
suspend a railroad commissioner at 
your pleasure. In 1910 the supreme 
court of Georgia also sustained that 
claim, and declared that even though 
no wrong were.charged, the tenure of 
office of a railroad commissioner of 
this state was at the pleasure of the 
executive. After this legislative sup- 
port and judicial support, you appeal- 
ed to the people to reinstate you in 
the office of governor, pledging that it 
was your purpose to carry out the 
principles which you represented, these 
principles being embodied in the Ma- 
con platform. You,.therefore, will be 
able to control the action of the rail- 
road commission with its five members, 
its special] attorney, its rate expert and 
so on. 

“The people of Georgia in 1910 paid 
Lover $7,000,000 more for transportation 
than they paid in 1906, when the Ma- 
con platform was written. The power 
to reduce these rates is absolutely 
yours. Your position as governor will 
be regal; indeed, it will be imperial; 
and when it is remembered in the face 
of these tremendous facts, and in the 
face of your royal prerogative, that 
you suspended a member of the rail- 
road commission because he refused to 
grant a reduction to one locality only 
and to a small number of shippers in that 
locality, which reduction could not, at 
the outside, have exceeded $3,000 per 
year, it is beyond belief that you would 
yield the scepter of authority in ex- 
change for any other office within the 
gift of the people. 

“If it is your intention to either seek 
or accept the office of senator at the 
hands of the people of Georgia, I most 
earnestly invite you to participate in 
a series of debates with m2 under like 
terms, in which we shall hold at least 
six joint discussions in the leading 
If you should ac- 
cept this invitation and will name a 
representative, I will name a repre- 
sentative. and these two can arrange 
all details. If it should be your desire 
to include other subjects than those 
national in their character, I will agree 
that our joint representatiyes shall in- 
clude in the list of subjed to be de- 
bated any subject, or subjects, you may 
desire.” :

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MLENDON WANTS STRONG LECTURE ON DRAMA _| 
DELIVERED BY. DR. GUTHRIE 


™ 


Dr. William Norman Guthrie deliy- 
ered the first of his series of lectures 
on the “Racial Aspects of the World’s 
Great Drama” at Cable haji last eve- 
ning. His theme, “The Drama, Past 
and Present—The World a stage, the 
National Drama.” 

Complete master of his subject, pos- 
sessed of a powerful personality, com- 
pelling response and a wonderful grace 
of delivery, Dr. Guthrie epthralled with 
interest the large audience assembled 
to hear him, 

To follow and report accurately the 
discourse to which years of study have 


to the average reporter, the ‘effort in 
a brief summary being to give the 
outline of the lecture merely. 

Dr. Guthrie, after a brief introduc- 
tion, discussed in a. general way the 
relation of the drama to life, the dis- 
tinct service of its legitimate varieties, 
emphasizing the legitimacy of all va- 
rieties which have esthetic merit or 
which have a contribution to make the 
joy or life of the people. 

Typical of the main varieties he men- 
tioned tragedy, represented in “King 
Lear; comedy of serious vein, rep- 
resented in “Measure for Measure;” the 
idyl, represented in “As You Like It,” 
dignifying the: crises of life, and ex- 
tracting wisdom out of absurdities to 
renew and prolong the joys of youth. 
Dr. Guthrie urged tolerance for varie- 
ties, which did not partake wholly of 
tragedy or the more serious, for they 
were not to be depreciated; nor was 
farce and satires, comedy of incident, 
of manners or of ahy other variety of 
drama, ‘in so far as it can be made to 
convey the joy of life or justify itself 
in memory. Good specimens of all va- 
rieties have their place. 

Contributions of Great Peoples. 

Dr. Guthrie here referred to the con- 
tributions of the several great peoples 
to drama, thus outlinifig the course 
and emphasizing the various ways that 
drama is related to national life. 

“Only at great. moments of a na- 
tion’s life, when it is conscious of des- 
tiny, does it seem to be able to pro- 
duce a great drama,” said Dr. Guth- 
rie, ‘and each people has its own con-

tribution to make, which no other can 


been given would scarcely be possible 


make in its place.” 

Here the gifted speaker entered into 
a brilliantly interesting discussion of 
formula for American drama, meaning 
by that the effort to ascertain what 
sort of a drama which gives equal de- 
light inthe cultured few and to the 
so-called crowd at the same time. 
“There is always ah audience, how- 
ever small, for the good thing; there 
are always audiences too large fer the 
cheap things, but theré is always a 
kind of thing which, if one only could 
find it, would delight both the small au- 
dience and those large audiences equal- 
ly, and at the same time. 

“The best illustration of this kind 
of drama in English is ‘Hamlet’—the 
play of all plays for the philosopher, 
and equally the play for the crudest 
elements of the crowd. 

“What sort of play would do for us 

in America. today what ‘Hamlet’ did 
for Shakespeare’s contemporaries in 
London?’ was the question here aris- 
ing. :' 
To arrive at the solution of this 
problem Dr. Guthrie threw out ten 
leading questions, which he refused to 
answer dogmatically himself... They 
were: 

1. Must the play always have a hap- 
py ending? . 

2. Must the spectacular predominate? 

3. Must it have an individual hero or 
a social group? 

4. Will the love theme be essential? 

5. Must it relate itself to current 
events? 

6. Must it preach? 

7. Will our restlessness demand that 
it be a single play or a series of short 
plays, on a single theme, or rather on 
ee schemes, for greater varie- 

8. Must it be always brutally direct? 

9: What sort of Americanism shall 
characterize it, local color, political 
idealism, ‘The Puritan and Cavalier,’ 
or the influx and blend of population? 

10. High pressure er low pressure? 
Must it represent high tension and ex- 
citement as additional stimulation, or 
minister to us by giving poise and a 
sense of repose? 

The second lecture in the series will 
be Wednesday evening at the assem- 
bly room of All Saints’ church, and 
the subsequent lectures will all be in 


Cable hall, the third one Friday eve- 
ning. 


NO MORE PASSES 
FOR ADVERTISING 


Railroad Commission Will Prob- 
‘ably Prohibit Exchange 
in Near Future. 


At an early date the railroad com- 
missions will probably issue an order 
prohibiting newspapers and railroads 
from entering into contract to ex- 
change advertising for mileage ‘on 
any terms whatever except on @ cash 
basis. 

In other words, the commission will 
make it absolutely impossible for 
newspapers to secure railroad passes 
on any conditions. 

And in so doing the commission 
will do nothing more than put into 
effect the same provisions of the Hep- 
burn act which apply to interstate 
mileage. 

In the case of the Chicago, Indian- 
apolis and Louisville railroad the 
supreme court of the United States 
has interpreted the Hepburn act to 
mean that newspapers and railroads 
cannot exchange mileage for adver- 
tising, and the decision was handed 
down on March 20. 

Had Allowed Exchange. 

When the Hepburn act was passed 
by congress the railroad commission 
issued an order making it applicable 
to this state, and under that order, 
therefore, the commission has allowed 
railroads and newspapers to exchange 
transportation for advertising where 
it was shown that each received dol- 
lar for dollar and value received. 

Since the supreme court has now 
put the ban on this method of ex- 
ehange and since the commission has 
already determineq to conform the 
state law to the national anti-pass 
act it is evident that within a short 
time an order will be issued prohibit- 
ing the exchange in this state. 

The question of whether or not the 
newspapers and the railroads have a 
right to exchange advertising for 
transportation came up as the result 
of a letter written to Chairman 
Warner Hill, of the commission, by 
A. S. Hardy, of Gainesville, president 
of the Georgia Weekly Press Assocta- 
tion, in which he asked the chairman 
if the newspapers were within their 
rights in so doing. 

The chairman referred the query to 
Special Attorney Hines with the re- 
sult that he called attention to the 
recent ruling of the supreme court on 
this same question as applied to in- 
terstate travel. 

The matter will probably be brought 
up for consideration at the next meet- 
ing of the commission.

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IN LEGAL TANGLE 


Smith Estate Wants to Know 
Where It Stands in 
This Case. 


T. H. Smith, executer of the. J. D. 
Smith estate, has filed suit in the supe- 
rior court against J. Cc. Cooper, T. B. 
Ragan, T. E. Lovejoy, E. J. Henry and 
BE. N. Jelks asking that the court de- 
termine whether or not the J. D. Smith 
estate is Hable for $5,000. 

The original trarisaction brings the 
city of HawkinsviJle, the Hawkinsville 
Cotton Mills, later the Southern Cotton 


Mills, and several individuals into a 
most involved litigation, which threat- 
ens to leave the city of Hawkinsville 
in total darkness, according to one of 
the bills filed by the atrectors of the 
Hawkinsville Cotton Mills. 

According to the Smith petition: In 
November, 1906, the Hawkinsville Cot- 
ton Mills executed a mortgage and 
trust deed to all its property in favor 
of the Planters’ bank to secure $50,000 
worth of bonds issued by the mills in 
January, 1907. 

The mill defaulted in payment, and 
suit for foreclosure was instituted, the 
court appointing T. B. Ragan and T. E. 
Lovejoy as receivers. 

While the case was pending an order 
was secured authorizing a sale at pub- 
lic outcry, and negotiations were open- 
ed with J. C. Cooper and J. D. Smith 
to effect ’a.sale, which was finally con- 
summated by a cash payment of $19,- 
000 and a note for $5,000.

In turn the directors of the Hawkins- 
ville Cotton Mill filed suit asking for 


alleging, among other things, that a 
part of the property transferred was a 
lighting plant, which served the city 
of Hawkinsville, and that a man named 
William Hazlehurst, to whom ‘the plant 
had been turned over, was threatening 
to cut off. the electric supply and put 
the city in total darkness. 

Two more receivers were appointed) 
by ,the court, and when the two cases 
were again heard the judge sustained 
the Hawkinsville director, allowing 
the last. receivers to be permanent. 
Then they wanted an immediate sale 
of the property, claiming depreciation 
in value. 

Now T. H. Smith wants to know 
where he stands as trustee of the estate 
of J. D. Smith, who guaranteed that 
note for $5,000; and who died in the 
midst of the litigation. 

Smith, through his attorney, Robert L. 
Berner, has secured from Judge eorge 
L. Bell a temporary injunction restrain- 
ing the sale of the property or the in- 
stitution of any suit to make thé Smith 
estate liable for the $6,000. The case 
will be heard on May 23 before Judge 
J. T. Pendleton.

OPIUM TRAFFIC 


Pekin, May 8—The new > angle- 
Chinese agreement for the immediate 
reduction and final extinction of the 
exportation of Indian opium to China 
was signed today. 

The opium agreement between the 
Chinese and British governments be- 
comes operative immediately. It pro- 
vides that China shall annually dim- 
inish production of opium proportion- 
ately with the Indlan export until-its 
extinction in 1917. 

Great Britain agrees that the im- 
portation of Indian opium into China 
Shall cease earlier if the native pro- 
duction in that country ceases. 

Great Britain is to be granted fa- 
cilities for investigating this diminu- 
tion and China is to have similar fa- 
cilities. with reference to the sales and 
packing of opium in India.. The In- 
dian exports to China shall not ex- 
ceed 380,600 chests in 1911 and they 
will be reduced 5,100 chests ‘annually.

Alderman Charles H. Kelley, who 
was among the members of council op- 
posing the special committee’s report, 
now states that since he has looked 
further into the matter he has ma- 
terially changed his views and has a 
much more favorable opinion of the 
report made by the committee. 

It is probable that after all the spe- 
cial committee’s report will be adopted 
at the next meeting of council. 

About the first of the year council 
appointeg a special committee to pre- 
pare an ordinance fixing both cab and 
baggage rates. The committee found 
the cab rates satisfactory and made 
a schedule for baggage on about the 
same plan. A minimum rate was fix, 
eq at 25 cents for a trunk within the 
mile and a half limit, and the rate 
was increased 10 cents for every half- 
mile thereafter. ~The maximum rate 
was §5 cents. The committee did some 
very hard work, looking into the rates 
in other cities and securing data 
about the cost of feeding stock and 
paying for drivers in Atlanta. It was 
ascertained, for instance, that’ Nash- 
ville. a city in Atlanta’s class, eharged 
a minimum of 50 cents for a mile. The 
2-mile rate was $1 for a single trunk. 

The special committee also made a 
special rate for a secong trunk hauled 
for the same person to the same place. 
It was believed the committee’s report 
was fair to both the public and the 
transportation companies, and the 
ordinance was adopted. Then this ac- 
tion was reconsidereg and a partial 
agreement reached fixing the minimum 
rate at 25 cents for 2 miles. Some mem- 
bers of council wanted the maximum 
rate only 40 cents. 

It has been stated to members of 
qouncil by the Atlanta Cab and Bag- 
gage Company that it costs 20 cents to 
make a haul of 2 miles, not counting 
office rent, clerk hire and the wear 
and tear on teams. The company and 
others engaged in hauling baggage 
claim that a minimum rate of 25 cents 
for 2 miles is unjust and unfair. 

One object aimed at by the special 
cammittee was to get for Atlanta first- 
class service, and this was taken into 
consideration when the schedule was 


reported to council. 

Alderman Kelley states that one rea- 
son that has causeg him to look with 
more favor on the committee’s report 
is that he has ascertained that the 1\- 
mile circle extends farther than he 
had any idea it did. \ 

Those who advocate the report of 
the committee say that good service 
should be taken into consideration and 
that a charge of only 10 cents extra for 
a half-mile haul beyond the 1%-mile 
kKimit is small if a first-class service 
is to be required.

Lagomarsino Succumbs 
to Illness of Four 
Months. 


John N. Lagomarsino, pioneer con- 
fectioner, the man who made the first 
fancy candy ever produced in At- 
lanta, died at his home, 19 Carnegie 
Place, yesterday morning at 11 o’clock. 
He was 65 years old and had been a 
sufferer for four months. 

The announcement of the death of 
the old confectioner, comes as a shock 
to hundreds of the middle-aged mar- 
ried -people of the city, who still re- 
member the wonderful candy made 
by Lagomarsino and his wife, “Flower 
Mary,” the best candy, they believed, 
anywhere in the south. 

The confectioner was a native of 
Genoa, Italy, but immigrated to the 
United* States when he was a young 
man, coming to Atlanta from New 
York. He was with the Frank E. 
Block Co. for several years, then with 
his accumulated savings opened a lit- 
tie business in the basement of the 
English building where, with the use 
of a barrel of sugar Mr. Block pre- 
sented him, he made the first home- 
made fancy candy Atlanta had tasted. 
He had learned to make candy in his 
native Jand. : 

The little stand prospered, and with 
the help of his wife, affectionately 
known as “Flower. Mary,” until her 
death twelve years ago, he soon had 
saved enough to venture into the 
wholesale as well as the retail busif- 
ness. His venture was very § fortu- 
nate and at his death he was a citi- 
zen of substantial means. He and his 
son conducted the business at the

Cotton Market Closed Steady, 
Net Three Points Higher 
to Eight Lower. 


New York, May 8.—A lower opening | 


in the cotton market today was fol- 
Mowed by a sharp advance in the old 
crop positions, with July contracts 
making a new high record for the sea- 
son on covering by shorts. The new 
crop, however, was slow to follow the 
advance, and fluctuations in the late 
trading were irregular, with the close 
Steady net 3 points higher to 8 points 
lower. 

The market opened barely steady at 
a decline of 6@12 points, under scatter- 
ing liquidation d local selling, in- 
spired by disappolrnting cables, smaller 
English spots sales, reports of a less 
active trade demand in Lancashire and 
& general'y favorable weather map. 
Bull support soon checked the decline 
in the old crops, however, and in spite 
of favorable weather prospects the 
market developed a decidedly firmer 
tone on covering. July gradually 
worked up, and just above the closing 
figures of Saturday stop-loss orders 
were caught, on which the advance con- 
tinued until during the afternoon that 
_ delivery sold at 16.57, or 10 points net 

Righer, and about 9 points above the 
previous high record for the season, 
which was established last December. 
New crop positions were very slow to 
follow this upward movement, owing 
to the favorable weather forecasts and 
barely recovered their initial loss, 
while the entire list eased off from the 
best in the late trading under realiz- 
ing and indications that the leading 
bulls were taking profits on sales of 
their July holdings above the 15%c 
level 

The larger exports reported for the 
day, and reports of firm southern spot 
markets, no doubt, contributed to the 
strength of the old crop positions dur- 
ing the afternoon, but private crop ac- 
counts were rather more favorable, and 
the long range forecasts of the gov- 
ernment for summer weather east of 
the Rockies during the week tended to 
create expectations of a favorable offi- 
cial crop report on June 2, when the 
first of the reports cf the department 
of agriculture is to be published giving 
the acreage and initial condition.

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TRADING WAS LIFELESS 
IN THE STOCK MARKET 


Statement of Copper Producers 
and Government Report 
Discussed. 


New York, May 8 —The monthly 
‘statement of the Copper producers 
and the government crop report re- 
ceived more attention in the financial 
community today than did the stock 
market, where trading was so life- 
less as to be almost without signifi- 
cance. Expectations of a good crop 
report were general and acted as a4 
sustaiming influence in a stock mar- 
ket which was inclined to heaviness.: 
Prices declined moderately and the 
close showed many small net losses 
among the active issues. 

The Copper Producers’ statement 
was not as favorable as had been ex- 
pected in many quarters on account 
of the reports of unusually large 
sales in the last fortnight. Publi- 
cation of the report had little effect 
on stocks, however, Amalgamated Cop- 
per yielding only a fraction. It was 
pointed out that while domestic de- 
liveries fell off sharply exports in- 
creased moderately. There was, 
‘moreover, a marked increase in pro- 
duction in April as compared with 
March. Sales of copper in the first 
week of May are said te have been 
light, with fdirly large inquiries from 
abroad. In the steel trade also in- 
dications of immediate improvement 
are few. Shipments of the United 
States Steel Corporation are reported 
to. have fallen to below the April 
average. 

Some conception of the extremely 
hollow character of today’s market 
may be gathered from the fact that 
up to midday the most active issue 
was American Canadian common. 
Both it and the preferred advanced 
materially. The movement was e6x- 
plained variously as being due to in- 
creased business and to prospective 
dividend changes, but no official in- 
formation was given out on the sub- 
ject. Last week’s movement in such 
semi-active stocks as International 
Harvester, Western Maryland and 
American Beet Sugar were continued, 
but the inquiry for these itsseus failed 
to impart any degree of confidence. 
The real market leaders with few ex- 
ceptions were rather heavy.
